For its population, Missouri was originally 
indebted. to three things—the bad land in Vir- 
ginia, the failure of the potato crop in Ireland 
in 1847, and the revolution in Germany ia 
1848. From Virginia came a yeoman stock of 
purely English blood, urged by the. hard times 
of the ’20s to seek their fortunes in the prom- 
ised land across the plains. Some of them 
stopped en route in Kentucky—in Madison 
County, sir! A few of them brought their 
slaves along. But with the climate inhospita- 
ble to both cotton afd tobacco, slavery got 190 
firm hold in the State. An abolitionist confer- 
ence at Lexington in the late ‘20s attracted lit- 
tle attention, and if Missouri was a bone of 
contention it was not due to her own defense 
of slavery.

treaty the heart of which is the naval ratio established between the 


great naval powers, namely, for the United States and Great Britain, 56; 


Japan, 3, and France and Italy, 1% each. Thus the United States is 


allowed a navy equal to that of Great Britain and 40 per cent greater 


than that of Japan. 

At this time the navy is in ex- 
cellent shape, but it is not a bal- 
anced navy in all respects, and we 
do not measure up to the _ full 
strength allowed us under the 
treaty. We have the prescribed 
rumber of battleships and therefore 
many people fall into the error of 
believing that we have a treaty 
navy. The battleship is vitally im- 


portant, but it does not represent 
the entire navy. If the battleship 
is to properly function it must have 
‘its requisite complement of auxil- 
lary craft. We are lacking in cer- 
tain of the auxiliaries. 


Mine Layers Needed. 
The United States has no mine- 
laying submarines. Mine-laying 
eubmarines played an exceedingly 
important part in the last war. 
Statistics attribute approximately 
one-half the damage done by sub- 
marines, to this craft. The rea- 
son for this is self-evident: The 
submarine is enabled to approach, 
|undetected, areas from which any 
‘surface craft would be barred. 
We have, furthermore, but three 
/scout submarines. These three are 
not completed, but are still under 
Construction. They are the V-l, 
v- -2 and V-3. Though useful in 
‘their way, they are not as modern 
‘as they should be, and they were 
laid down a number of years ago.

Our only modern cruls- 
ers are 10 vessels of 7500 tons ap- 
proximately. The scout cruisers 
are the cavalry of the navy.

|}not only are the traffic destroyers, 
| but in addition they are an im por- 
tant part of the screen that is 
thrust forward when the battle 
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fleet moves. We should build some 
10,000-ton light cruisers. 

In addition we should do certain 
modernization work to the battle- 
ships that we now have, in order to 
place them on a parity with modern 
capital ships. 


Air Forces Necessary. 

Over and above these definite 
needs there are certain other as- 
pects which should be considered. j 
Science has made enormous strides 
during the last 20 years and may be 
expected to make equally rapid ad- 
vances in the decades to come. We 
are therefore, in certain respecte, 
a great deal like ‘“‘Alice In the Leok- 
ing Glass,”’ where she had to run as 
fast as she could to stay in the 
same place. Unless we keep reach- 
ing for new and better ideas we 
will atrophy and be left behind. ' 

This applies above all to the 
science of aviation. That great de- 
velopment is only in its infancy. 
Whereas the rather wild-eyed en- / 
thusiasts who maintain that the ~ 
battleship has been rendered obso- 
lete by the airplane and should 
therefore be abandoned are wrong. 
it is equally wrong and criminal to 
fail to bend every effort to develop 
in every way our air serv 

We now have under eonsirwetion 
two splendid aircraft carriers, of a 
length greater than that of any oth- 
er ship of the navy, each designed 
tc carry from 70 to 80 planes. 
From the decks of the carriers, ac- 
companying the fleet in action, 
arise scouting planes to serve as 
the eyes of the Admiral, torpedo 
and bombing planes for attack and 
fightinge@planes to repel an enemy - 
acrial attack. We should, however, 
have sufficient funds not only to 
keep up the material we have, but 
to experiment in new lines, to 
search after newer and better types. 

This is not only necessary from 
the standpoint of defense, but Is ex- 
ceedingly important work from the 
civilian standpoint, for every ad- 
vance made by the navy and 
army in the science of aviation 
brings just so much closer the day 
when commercial aviation ywill be 
thoroughly practical.

FIDDLING WITH FORD 
If Mr. Ford's attack on Secretary Weeks in con- 
nection with his Muscle Shoals was, as 
charged by the Secretary. “filled with reckless as- 
eertions,”’ it can also be shown that Mr. Weeks did 
not aim in his reply at telling the whole truth.

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REFORESTATION—A GIFT SPURNED. 


The Missouri Legislature not only has failed to 
enact legisiatiog to tnaugurate a reforestation pro- 
gram but it has rejected overtures of the Federal! 
Government to reciaim for forestation hundreds 
of thousands of acres of waste and cut-over lands 
in the Ozarks. Ten years ago the Government em- 
barked on a policy of setting aside cut-over areas 
im several sections of the country for the regrowth 
of forests. It selected the Ozarks as one of the 
regions adaptable to its purpose, but to execute its 
plans an enabling act of the State Assembly was 
necessary. 

For what particular reason, {f anr, the Legisla- 
ture failed to accept so valuable a gift of State 
development we are ummble to sar. But the Govern- 
ment foresters were not turned away from similar 
projects in the White Mountains, the Appalachians. 
in Pennsylvania and the Carolinas. In those dis- 
tricts reforestation is well under way with a 10- 
year start of Missouri even should our Legislature 
become mindful of its opportunities and accept an- 
other Government proffer today. 


Such a proffer is a probability of the very near 


projects in other states, including Kentucky, will: 
again be given preference and Missouri forestation 
will find itself 20 years behind the times instead 
of 10./ 

It is the proposal of the Government to purchase 
these vast tracts of land, most of which now are & 
dead waste and a burden on the State, and plant 
them to young trees. While a crop of timber is 
being produced the land could be used by the 
people of the State as a wild, picturesque play- 
ground, becoming more and more accessible by 
automobile owing. to constantly improved highways.

A RANKERS' RESOLTTION.

° 700.900 persons on the payrolls of 
the national. state and municipa! governments. Ther 
draw an annua! salary of $23,500,000,000, on which 
they pay no taxes. They enjoy this exemption 
through an interchange of official courtesy. Con- 
gress exempts the salaries of etate and municipal) 
employes as “instrumentalities’’ of local govern- 
ment. The states and municipalities cannot or do 
not tax Federal Gorernment employes, on the 
ground that they are “instrumentalities” of another 
government. 

The authority for this mutual exemption, as the 
bank: are doubtless aware, derives from decisions 
of United States Supreme Court handed down 
before the adoption of the sixteenth constitutional 
amendment. That amendment empowers Congress 
to tax incomes “‘from whatever source derived.” Its 
unequivocal language clearly roids those previous 
cecisions. But the decisions continue to operate. 
the Constitution is flouted. our privileged official 
class continues on its tax-free way, and the rest of 
us continue to bear the oppressive tax burden. 

‘This tax-exemption of Government employes is 
unjust. inequitable. unconstitutional, tnde- 
fensible from any viewpoint. The tax-exempt se- 
curity, on the other hand, is an invaluable instrnu- 
ment for public By this instrument great 
public enterprises of states and municipalities are 
financed, employment is furnished to thousands, !n- 
dustry nourished and prosperity accelerated bé 
the flow of money into the local channels of trede 
Those are the practica! reasons why states and mu 
nicipalities resist the effort to abolish the tax-free 
security. In addition to al! this, there ts the grat: 
fundamental reason whr cities shodld 
not surrender this important, almost indispensable. 
taxing power and thus complete their vassalage to 
the Federal Government. 

The bankers might creditably reconsider the res- 
olution they adopted at Springfield.

In an effort to solvé our agricul- 
tural problems we can learn sorme- 
thing from Finland—one of the new- 
est republics in the world, and at this 
moment one of the best governed 
countries in Europe.

Finland is a farmer. He was put in 
office by the farmers, who constitute 
70 per cent of the population. Less 
than 1 per cent is illiterate. That 
beats our record. 

These educated Finnish farmers, 
heving taken control of their Gov- 
ernment,® have proceeded to place 
agriculture on a firm foundation. 

During the last five years they 
have established 949: co-operative 
credit associations, and they have 
arranged to break up al] the large 
estates and divide the land among 
the men Who actually cultivate it. 
There is no suggestion of confisca- 
tion. The owners will be compen- 
sated. But—they must use their 
land or give it up.

So, 
when Lady Louise Mountbatten, his ‘“pen- 
stoner” cousin, becomes the bride of Crown 
Prince Gustay Adolph of Sweden he probably 
will be the last to worry over the fact that he 
has shattered her love affair or give a thought 
to Frederick Sargent, her “commoner” artist- 
sweetheart down in Hertfordshire, who will 
witness in the farthcoming marriage the fina!

HE first aviator who has turned poet, 6) 
at least to the extent of a whole book 
of verses, is Louis Leon De Jean of 
Califorria. Not only was he a real 


poet, with themes drawn exclusively 
perilous and fascinating service. 

His first book. according well with the “slender 
solume” that is associated by tradition with new 
makers of verses, is entitled “Songs of the Air” 
(Harr Wagner Publishing Co., San Francisco). 
The soldier-author has dedicated his book “To the 
Unsung Dead of the Air Service.”” An extract from 
this pathetic poem says: 


from 


For those who died upon the field 
I eannot weep, for they had won 
Their belts and spurs for duty done: 
For them the chapel bells have pealed. 


For these who died upon the way, 
Unhappy victims of their fate 
(And training indiscriminate), \ 

I sing this sympathetic lay. 


Not that De Jean complains about the stern 
necessity which forced a more hurried training 
ef the novice flyers than would otherwise have been 
used, and brought forth tragedy after tragedy at 
the instruction fields. He is too big for that, al- 
though he saw am average of one man a day crash 
to death at the Texas camp where De Jean was an 
instructor. He found himself with eight broken 
bones and severe concussion of the brain, even in 
luck to be alive, after falling 1000 feet at EKast- 
bourne, on the English Channel, in August of 1918. 
He had not yet enjoyed the coveted encounter with 
a German plane, but even that disappointment could 
not sour bim nor rob flying of its glamour. 

So here are an airman’s songs of the air, select- 
ed almost at random from De Jean's little book. 
Already it has been predicted that they will do for 
sdventurers of the sky what Rudyard Kipling did for 
the British army, 
the Yukon, what a score of distinguished singers 
have done for the battlefields of France. 


Without any smug. poses in the heroic manner 
ner any repellant heaping up of adulatory phrases 
for the gallant flyers of whom he was one, De Jean 
has pictured the exultation of the aviator winging 
through the sky, his cool acceptance of the risks, 
his thoughts as he goes on his lonely task. The 
verses sound real, and they are real. 

‘T don't claim great literary or poetic genius,’’ 
savs De Jean, ‘“‘but I do know something of flying, 
and I've tried to set down some of the things I’ve 


learned, in verse. The poems come easily enough. 
I don’t aim at technical perfection nor verbal 
fancyvwork. I do aim.to put a punch into each 
poem.” 


This first comer among pilots to write a book of 
verses (and he says himself that there will be 
other poets of the air) was born 30 years ago in 
Buffalo, N. Y., but when 5 years old went to Cali- 
fornia, where he was raised by his aunt, Miss Cora 
L. Williams, the well-Known educator of Berkeley. 
Entering the University of California when 16. his 
health failed and he went to Nevada, where he at- 
tended the State University for a while. Again ill- 
health foreed him from school, 

In 1913 he enlisted in the U. S. Marine Corps 
and served three years. Meanwhile, the World 
War had begun, and he was wild to go overseas. 
Rejected when he tried to re-enlist in the U. g 
grmy, he went to Canada and was accepted. But 
gefore being sent across he was kicked by a horse 
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‘and badly hurt. 


what Robert W. Service did for> 
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LOUIS LEON DE JEAN. 


The Canadian authorities sent 
him home. When well he returned to Canada and 
was accepted as a student aviator. But again for- 
eign service eluded him, as he finally was detailed 
to Taliaferro Field in Texas as a flying instructor. 
Then, in May, 1918, he crossed éhe ocean. While 
awaiting the completion of his “salamander” plane 


~he went with a squadron on a practice flight, his 


engine stopped and he had 
mentioned.

War is always the status just beyond 
your back yard, where the wilder- 
ness begins—The armored tank is 
an ancient institution there, being 
known more familiarly as “the 
fretful porcupine’”—In this account 
from a new Charles G. D. Roberts 
book he slays a fierce “fisher” after 
a ferocious fight—And the great 
horned owls that killed the lynx 
also made heroic records, defend- 
ing their young, Father Owl dying 
in the struggle : 


cs ce . 
UTSIDE what we know as civilization is 
a world of beak and falon, of tooth and 
claw Denizens of that domain fight, 
as do members of our so-called civilized 
society. But there is a-difference. Hu- 
mans fight each other: beasts and birds, 
in the main. are friendiy to their own 

kind. and as a rule they fight only birds and beasts 

of other species. 


Self-protection is said to be the first law of na- 


ture. Our furred or feathered friends obey the first 
law. That is why they fight. The law, being na- 
ture’s. is not of their making. Through instinct— 


whatever that may be—they fight to protect them- 
selves and their young. After all, it is chiefly a 
matter of feeding. Big eats little. Big must kill 
before eating. Little, obeying that first law, fights 
to survive. 

Some scientists define instinct as “reflex action.” 


Some naturalists, who have a more intimate ac- 
gquaintance with animals than the scientists have, 
ascribe wisdom to the citizens of the wilderness: 
The noted Canadian writer. Maj. Charles G. D. 
Boberts, is one of these. To him each bird and each 
beast is wise. after its kind. in its day and genera- 
tion. It is a bellicose wisdom. but that sort of 
wisdom is necessary if those who inhabit the wil- 


derness are to obey the first law of nature. 

So it happens that in the wild places of the earth. 
fhat realm which begins just beyond our own doors 
if we live in the cowntry, a state of war is aiways 
the lawful state. It is war to the death. The wis- 
dom of the wilderness decrees that no quarter be 
shown. Mercy is not included in the quatlities of 
brute wisdom. Beak and talon. tooth and claw 
have no compassion. no conscience. According to 
the law of the wild. the wisest is the one that is 
the wariest: the race is to the swift, the triumph 
to the strong. In the latest of his lone list of books, 
“Wisdom wf the Wilderness."’ Maj. Roberts makes 
clear this point; and in doing so he describes certain 
adventures red with the blood of battle. 

“Oppressors, devourers of the weak, are not con- 
fined to humanity,’’ says Maj. Roberts. The great 
horned owl, “the winged scourge of the dark,” is 
one of these nonhuman oppressors. Timid creatures 
of the dark know this oppressor. and they have the 
wisdom to be wary of him. “Whuh-whoo-oo!” he 
ealls—a hollow, iong-drawn crv all on one deep 
note, which seems to come from several different 
quarters of the darkness at once. It is the big male 
owl calling to his mate. She answers on a similar 
note, signifying that she is on the way back to 
the nest. The head of the owl family is merely 
attending to domestic duties when he calls that way, 
but his voice strikes terror to those who know and 
fear him. “Mice, rabbits. chipmunks, even the 
dauntless and furious weasels, slip to cover.” 


The horned owl drops upon an unwary frog sitting 
at the water’s edge. He cargies it to a stump, where 
he sits a moment and swallows the frog whole. 
A sleeping song sparrow murmurs a love note to his 

~mate. The owl follows the sound and clutches both 
birds, gulping them down. “Then, sitting erect and 
solemn beside the nest, the grim maurauder pro- 
ceeds to pick the half-naked nestlings from the nest 
one by one and to swallow them with deliberation. 
Though so small, they were the tastiest morsels he 
had sampled for a long time—since the nestful of 
partridge eggs, just beginning to hatch. which he 
had ravaged some weeks earlier in the season.” 

Having filled his own capacious stomach, the great 
owl goes after bigger game, something substantial to 
earry home to the nest. Father must help mother 
feed the children He flies to a farmyard and scares 
a cat half to death; creates such consternation in 
the henhouse that the farmer emerges, half-awake. 
to shoo away the nocturnal invader: kills a couple 
of turkey hens surprised on their perch, tears open 
their heads and devours their brains: finds a setting 
hen under a clump of lilacs at the back of the gar- 
den, kills her, gulps down the just-hatching eggs. 
and then clutches the corpse of the mother in his 
claws and heads his flight direct for the hollow tree 
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She swooped from her branch and struck the lynx heavily in the face with wing and claw. “%

Suddenly the big horned bird hears a hollow call 
from far over the tree tops.

He drops the dead hen, answers with 
one sonorous “Whoo-oo-00!'" and shoots homeward 
at utmost speed. 

Now comes the real fight. A lady lynx, trailing a 
rabbit in the hope of catching and killing it far her 
pair of sturdy kittens at home, reaches the vicinity 
of the owls’ nest. Looking up, she sees the big 
black hole in the hollow tree. Aha't somebody's 
home there. Well, if the old folks are out forag- 
ing. why not have a look-in to see if the young folks 
are at home? Whatever they might be, she would 
enjoy the taste of them. So the lynx climbs the 
tree. It happens that the mother owl is at home, 
snuggling her babies. She hears the scratching of 
the claws of the lynx on the rough bark. She comes 
out to investigate. She is angry at being disturbed. 
“But at sight of the lynx—a gigantic, tuft-eared cat 
as big as a foxhound—her wrath changed to frantic 
terror for her young, who were not yet sufficiently 
fledged for effective flight.”’ 


Maj. Roberts describes the battle: ‘“‘Though even 
more bloodthirsty and wastefully murderous than 
her mate, her courage was of the finest. and she 
knew no such thing as-shirking where the defense 
of her round-eyed nestlings was concerned. With 
that one sharp cry for help—which her homing 
mate had heard—she swooped from her branch 
and struck the lynx heavily in the face with wing 
and claw. 


“Taken by surprise, the lynx was almost jolted 
from her hold. With a harsh spitting she cowered. 
and shielded her face between her paws, while the 
frantic mother raked her back savagely. Then, 
furious at being so handled by Rn adversary whom 
she despised, the lynx scrambled on upward. and 
gained the branch beside the nest.

r IS difficult to imagine what effect future 
wars may hare npon the combatant countries, 
but it is almost appalling to think of the de- 
structive power which science has put into the 
hands of mankind 


Three main factors emerge from an analysis 

of the possibilities First, the war area will 
immensely increased, due to the range of air- 
raft Second. the power of offense is outstripping 
the possibility of defense Third. there will be no 


such persons as noncombatants. 

The effect of a possible war between America and 
either an Asiatic or European Power is therefore of 
more vital intere®t to the average American citizen 
than erer before There is scarcely a city in Amer- 
ea which eould not be destroyed, together with every 

ving person therein, within. say. three days of the 
deciaration of war between America and such a 
ountry as Japan on the Asiatic side or a new group 
cach as Russia, Germany and Bulgaria from the 
“uropean side I do not say that this is possibile 
‘oday. bnt assuming that the technica! possibilities 
which now exist in plan and on paper are translated 
into actual fact within. say. 10 years. I believe that 
| have not overstated the possibilities. 

Such.a prospect must, to every thinking person, 
nodify any preconceived notions upon the possiBility 
of isolation and nonparticipation in foreign affairs. 
Cp to the present time it has been possible for Amer- 
ea to concentrate upon the development of her own 
country, and it must be admitted. with great yain to 
the prosperity of her citizens. but, just as Britain 
has ceased to be an island and much against her 
will, is irresistibly being drawn into the whirlpool of 
European politics. Not only will this be the case 
but the contact will be as close, as vital and as im- 
possible in prediction as to result as is the case today 
with Britain. 

This is a bold statement to make. but the reason is 
-© simple that it has only to be stated to be accepted. 

There is really no such condition in our affairs 
as distance unrelated to the time That is to say, it 
is the time taken to travel between two points which 
is the important factor. The actual geocraphical 
distance is not important. For instance, during the 
Napoleonic wars, Napoleon. using the resources of 
an Emperor, could only make an average of four 
miles an hour between Moscow and Paris, and Nel- 
son's fleet never averaged more than five miles an 
hour when he chased Villeneuve across the Atlantic 
to the West Indies and back again. Within 10 years 
we shall have fleets of airships with speeds of 100 
miles an hour, carrying airplanes whose speeds will 
probably be between 200 and 300 miles an Dour. 

As a consequence of this development. America 
will be much closer to Europe or Japan in actual 
time than Spain was to England 100 years ago. It 
is therefore evident that America will be as closely 
related in political affairs with Burope and Asia 
is Was Spain with England in the sixteenth century. 
in fact, the proximity will be more pronounced, ag 
in airship leaving Japan could, within 48 hours, be 
lestroying San Francisco. Similariy. an airship 
eaving Europe could be attacking New York in less 
than 48 hours from the time of ber departure 

The method by which aircraft would attack the 
great cities of America would be by dropping bombs. 
ete., But before examining the destructive power of 
large bombs and large quantities of poisonous gas 
}pon a modern city I think it would be well to indi- 
ate briefly the change in the objective that air de- 
velopment has imposed upon the higher command or 
war staff of any country 

Previously the fighting has been done between 
selected persons in each country: that is to say, 
men have been enrolled in the army or the narv. and 
hose armi« and navies hav foucht the opposing 
irmies and navies Their rea) objective beime to 
neutralize or destroy opposing forces SO a8 to enable 
one side or the other to dominate the externa! and 
nternal communications of the other eountry. The 
remaining population, probabiv 96 per cent of the 
‘whole or even more, of the country whose communi- 
cations have thus been dominated. have had to ac-

Another wavy of looking at 
the same problem isto say that 
the armies and navies have 
made a defensive ring or fence 
around the countries they are 
endeavoring to protect, and by 
that means have kept the ter- 
ritory within that ring invio- 
late and undamaged. Now, 
however, their communications 
¢an be destroyed without first 
fighting their protectors. Air- 
craft can jump this ring or 
fence and play havoc on the 
inside. What does this imply? 
Surely it implies that the ob- 
jective will be the destruction 
of the cities, railways, power 
stations, etc., and in fact any 
concentrated structure erected 
by mankind that bears direct- 
ly or indirectly on the life of a 
nation. 

Such a possibility fundamen- 
tally alters our whole outlook 
upon the method of waging 
war. For instance, of what 
good is a fleet or army if the 
facteries which supply them 
with munitions are destroyed: 
if the farmers cannot transport 
their grain and meat to feed 
either the civil population er 
the fighting forces: -if the coal] 
‘rom the mimes and the oi] from 
the wells cannot be transported 
in erder to supply the fleet 
with the necessary fuel? If. in 
fact, that is the situation. it is 
obvious that the fleets are im- 
mobilized and the armies con- 
tained, just as surely as if the 
ships had been sunk and the 
armies surrounded. 

The inevitable conclusion 
that must be drawn is that the 
great cities of a country are the 
focal points that will he at- 
tacked. That is obvious. Let 
as, therefore. examine how the 
attack can be carried ont. Se 
far as we know today, there are 
three ways of attack. viz: drop- 
Ding explosives, poison gas or 
rerms. 

Examine the possibility of 
explosives and eonsider only 
what can be done today by an 
existing airplane when it is 
brought to the point of attack. 
Assuming that the machine wil] 
be carried to within 209 miles 
of its objective either by a 
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DD posting aircraft carrier or an airship. it could carry 
two bombs of 2000 pounds each. Any such bomb 
could not only completely destroy the Woolworth 
‘eiding if dropped upon it, but would probably 
‘gutter any other building within a radius of 200 
P from the point where it had been dropped. 
R would not take very long to work out the number 
of such bombs that would be required to completely 
» New York or any other city. 

t With regard to poison gas, the attack would per- 
‘Japs be even more insidious. Gases now exist that 
more than 1000 times as powerful as anything 
"eel in the late war, and on a still day I venture to 
‘pik that containers carrying gas instead of explo- 
would kill more people than the same weight 
‘tombs. There is one gas which is so powerful 


> = 


® woeouly. When this gas was tried upon a cat the 
gipal fell over dead without even a tremor. 

Most of the earlier gases, so I believe, affected the 
gimal so that it showed signs of discomfort fer 
some little time before it was vitally affected. The 
development here is important. Such a gas would 
‘pot give people time to put on gas masks. Critics 
sill say, however, that there will be plenty of warn- 
because of the noise of the aircraft engine. Not 
so, says the scientist; the engine can be silenced ab- 
slutely and we have already silenced about 60 per 
sent of the noise of the propeller. My own opinion 
is that within 10 years aircraft will be practically 
sient. When that time comes it will not be a case of 
“manna” descending from heaven but silent, in- 
visible, scentiess gas that will kill certainly and in- 
stantaneousl y. 

Another danger that such a gas will have for 
the city attacked is its capacity to hang for days at 

time if it is not disturbed by wind. Being slight- 
ly heavier than air it would sink into all the lower 
rooms, subways and cellars, as well as into the 
bomb-proof shelters that may be erected in the fu- 
re. One can imagine the effect of an attack upon a 
dty with subways if the gas was to percolate down 
the ventilators and stairs. All persons traveling 
vould be instantly killed. 

With regard to germs and bacteria I do not pro- 
pee to enlarge on this matter, but I am given to 
miéerstand that flasks and containers filled with 
hese could be dropped into reservoirs and would 
‘hus poison the water supp!y of all towns.

Sider themselves to be perfectly safe, owing to the 
limited radius of action of airplanes. I do not be- 
lieve that they have any real reason to assume that 
sense of safety. The combination of the airship 
carrying airplanes gives to the attacking planes so 
freat a radius of action that any town could be 
reached. 


The range of the ships which are to-be built for 
the England-India route will be 40006 miles, and 
they will be able to carry 45 tons of cargo. Who 
can doubt but that such a range and such a cargo 
will be doubled within 10 years? Admittedly, the 
airship is vulnerable to attack by airplanes, but 
she can carry her own fighting planes to defend 
her, just as a battleship is protected by destroyers 
and cruisers. Operating at night, traveling through 
the clouds so as to be invisible, and with silenced 
engines and propellers, it does not require much 
imagination to realize that no kmown form of pro- 
tection will operate with auch efficiency as to pro- 
tect towns as far inland as St. Louis, Minneapolis 
and Chicago. Neither must it be forgotten that 
aircraft are relatively cheap. They do not com- 
pare either in cost or in time required for construc- 
tion with the battleship or cruiser. 

And what of other developments’? I do not think 
[ can do better than give an extract from the Morpn- 
ing Post of the very day I am writing this article: 

“Portsmouth, Wednesday.—-The Royal Air Force 
carried out bombing practice on the old battleship 
Agamemnon today as the culminating exercise of 
an annual course of training. From a naval point

The main fact for 
America is that the world has shrunk. She has 
been drawn within the maelstrom of world politics, 
never aguin to be able to take up the attitude of 
isolation. It is a turning point in the world’s 
history. What is the moral? Surely it is 
that the two great English speaking organizatidcns, 
America on the one hand and the British Empire oa 
the other. must insist upon the complete disarma- 
ment of the whole and obtain the control of what- 
ever police force is required to make sure that 
law and order are maintained. Otberwise our civil- 
ization will go down in rvins. 

Science has performed great services for man- 
kind, but the very development and control of the 
forces of nature by the genius of man have ua- 
leached such appalling destructive agencies that 
our statesmen must devise a means of controlling 
their application. It would seem that those forces 
tending to destroy our civilization are racing neck 
and neck with those tending to preserve humanity. 

On the one hand science is opening up vast pos- 
sibilities, imposing upon mankind changes in socia! 
conditions. in material conditions, in biological and 
political conditions with such rapidity that there is 
but a small element of stability in the body poli- 
tic. On the other hand the intellect of the general 
mass of the world develops but slowly. educatioa 
in even the enlightened countries of the world is 
but skin deep. There is the great danger that the 
world will not understand what science has given 


to it, and, just as a-child may play with danger, 
not realizing and not understanding what he is 
doing, so the world may still play with war and 


unloose such forces as will produce for the world 
another dark age So many civilizations have. 
perished: Samaria, Chaldea, Egypt. Greece and 
Rome have gone down in pain and tribulation, one 
after the other There is no excuse for this ges-

What is the use of repeating, ““There 
will be no more wars,”” just because this 
is ardently desired? Do you think that 
those centent with this affirmation are 
the men who most detest war? 

How many in the United States in 
May, 1917, knew anything about war? 
Not one in a thousand had any idea of 
what was happening along the front in 
France. But today who are the citizens 
of the United States who most loathe 
war? Ex-soldiers, I think. In any 
case this is so in France. 

This is natural and is also a blessing. 
because they refuse to be rocked with 
words. They know what kind of a sav- 
age animal war is and that speeches and 
fine posters, across which would be in- 
scribed, “It is forbidd@n to make war.”’ 
would not suffice to tame it or oblige it 
to remain in its corner. 

They will support every effort made 
to diminish the risks of war. but they 
consider it wise to take necessary pre- 
cautions, nevertheless. 

War thus remains one of the most 
odious of crimes, but still it is also a 
possibility. ® is therefore necessary to 
foresee what should be done in self- 
defense. 

We have had the war of machinery, 
tanks and airplanes and the war of 
gases. And now comes the “microbe
